The school census for Kentucky 
shows that $750,000 more will be

The school census shows that 
there are 730,684 childred of 
school age in this Srate. Of this 
number 882,796 are white males 
and 42,198 colored males. The 
females are divided as follows: 
321,797 white and 42,918 colored. 
Only 86 per cent, of this number 
attend school, judging from the 
statistics for previous years, and 
only 45 per cent, of those enroll- 
ed attend. The number of chil- 
dren has grown largely since 
1906, when the total number 
was 608,416. The $750,000 more 
that will be spent this vear, com- 
pared with 1906, is secured from 
♦he increase in property values, 
and also the collection of fran- 
chise taxes, money due from 
councy officiate aud many other 
sources.
